and merit attention.” The present calamities ing - 
duced by the prevailing fevers. call Joudly upon 
the charitable aod benevolent, for théie assistance 
and commiseration; indeed upon «ne occasion 
could their kindness be more use ully displaved, 
or more gratctully reccived—Appalling are the ine 
stances of suff-ring to be found on every side! 
But with “F” whilst efforts are made to miti- 
gate distress, let means be taken to ade its 
causes —* F” supposes the use of bad waters to 
be the common source of fever, but T apprehend 
few instances can be adduced, in which it has 
been occasioned by the use of such water. Tt is 
well known that the constant use of impure and 
uawholesome water, seldom fails to excite dele- 
terious effects on the buman system, yet these 
effects do not discover themselves in the sudden 


production of acute and dangerous fevers¢ they 
generally produce affections of a chronic Charac- 


ter, and these for the most part are confined to ~ 


particular parts—we are not without facts for 
substantiation of these positions. On accor 
some extraneous substances with which the 


impregnated, the inhabitants of those countries 
are subject to glandular swellings of the neck.— 
Seamen are frequently obliged to use water which 
has acquired an offensive odour and a putrid ua- 
lity, and this without apparent inconvenience. If 
this practice be long persisted in, scurvy will be 
likely to ensue. The Arabs are accustomed ta 
the use of water of the most impure and repulsive 
nature, yet these people are remarkable for their 
vigour and activity, and many and almost incre 
dible are the instances of longevity found among 
them.—For the presence and production of dhe 
present epidemic, we must then seek for other 
causes. It must be concede™ that the remote 
causes of fever are very litle understood—The
